The Heiskell famlly-his 


father (a Tennessee Judge), 
J.N. and his brother Fred— 
bought the Gaaette Just after 
the turn of this century. Seventy 
years ago Arkansas was • rural 
state employed in farming and 
lumbering. 
In 
his' two- 


generation span as an editor 
Mr. Heiskell aaw his state 
diversify its agriculture with 
major developments in poultry 
and cattle, and definitely swing 
toward an industrial state. 


Seventy years ago Arkansas' 


progress floundered because 
the old-style cotton economy 
discouraged population growth, 
the worst of it being that her 
young people left her to find 
opportunity elsewhere. 


Today a modern agriculture 


and a booming industrial 
development have reversed the 
tide-today Arkansas is win- 
ning back those who had left her 
in discouragement. 


This is a two-generation 


story, and Mr. Heiskell was a 
part of it all the way. 


He was a man of strong 


conviction and high oourage. 
Panic never touched him. ff 1 
were to characterise him with a 
single word it would be "im- 
perturbable." I acquired that 
impression first-hand. 


For five months in 1925 I 


handled the state desk at the 
Gazette on a leave of absence 
from the El Dorado Daily 
News. One day there was a 
bank failure in Van Buren and 
our 
correspondent 
there 


telegraphed a lengthy account, 
which I edited closely before 
sending it on to the composing 
room foi publication next 
morning. 


When I came to work that 


morning I found the staff in an 
uproar. A Van Buren lawyer 
had filed a telegram to the 
Gazette saying he was filing 
suit for astronomical damages 
done the closed bank by our 
story. 


Mr. Heiskell emerged from 


his private office, read the 
Gazette report, read the 
lawyer's telegram, and then 
instructed me: 
"Our story is sound report- 
ing. We'll stand on it. Send a 
wire to the lawyer that we are 
ready to publish any statement 
he cares to make. That's it." 


And that, indeed, was all 


there was to it.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - A na- 


tional campaign to mobilise 
public opposition to the bomb- 
ing of Vietnam was urged 
today by 18 House Democrats. 


They sent a letter to party 


Chairman Robert Strauss ask- 
ing him to convene a special 
session of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee to organise 
the campaign. 


The group also wants the 


House Democratic caucus to go 
on record against the bombing 
and in favor of a peace treaty 
between the United States and 
North Vietnam at its meeting 
Tuesday before the opening of 
the new Congress. 


In another letter, to Speaker 


Carl Albert, the House mem- 
bers urged him to support their 
effort in the caucus. 


Albert told a newsman Wed- 


nesday he favored postponing 
any antiwar action by Congress 
until it has had a chance to 
hear administration leaders ex- 
plain the reasons for the break- 
down of peace negotiations and 
the renewed heavy bombing of 
North Vietnam. 


Albert's comment has stirred 


strong opposition among anti- 
war Democrats. Some of them 
are threatening to vote against 
him when he seeks renomina- 
tion as speaker at the Jan. 2 


caucus. Albert is being opposed 
by Rep. John Conyers Jr.. D- 
Mich. 


A number of antiwar resolu- 


tions are being prepared for 
presentation to the caucus, 
ranging from expressions of 
disapproval of President Nix- 
on's policies to demands that 
Congress cut off U.S. funds for 
the war. 


However, sponsors of the res- 


olutions face a parliamentary 
snag in trying to bring them 19 
at Tuesday's meeting. The 
caucus is being held for the pri- 
mary purpose of electing party 
officers and adopting rules for 
the 93d Congress, which starts 
Wednesday. 


Several 
proposed 
rules 


changes and a controversy over 
a plan to make the office of 
Democratic whip elective, rath- 
er than appointive, could cause 
tune-consuming debate and 
prevent action on any other 
matters. 


Only one day has been set 


aside for the opening caucus, 
but plans are being made for 
another meeting, probably in 
about two weeks, to deal with 
the war and reform issues. 


In their letter to Strauas, the

House fo vote to end war: Mills 


SEARCY, Ark. (AP) - Rep. 


Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., pre- 
dicted Thursday that the House 
would approve an end-the-war 
resolution next year. 


At a news conference at his 


Searcy office, Mills said the ad- 
ministration had "shown per- 
haps an ineptitude" in solving 
the Vietnam war and also 
"with many other problems in 
its ability to negotiate with 
leaders of other countries." 


Mills, chairman of the House 


Ways and Means Committee, 
also said he thought wage and 
price controls would have to be 
continued through 1973, but that 
some 
"very 
significant" 


changes might be made to lift 
some controls. 


"There will be, I understand, 


certain wages that will be de- 
controlled, certain prices that 
will be decontrolled," Mills 


said. He said the changes, if 
they came, would be in cases 
that would not contribute to "a 
great deal of inflation." 


The congressman said his in- 


formation is that there would 
be "numerous exceptions" in 
the across-the-board freese but 
only in areas were they would 
not result in "undue increases 
in wages or prices." He de- 
clined to speculate on specific 
areas. 


President Nixon's authority 


to impose the controls expires 
in April, but Mills said he did 
not think the restrictions could 
be ended now "without a return 
of a great deal more inflation." 


"I'm not saying that we have 


to live with this through the 
rest of our lives," Mills said. 


but I think probably we'll 


have to live with it through 
'73." 


Mills also predicted that 


there would be more friction 
between Congress and the Pres- 
ident next year than had exist- 
ed in the first four years of the 
Nixon administration. The con- 
gressman said the greatest con- 
troversy would arise over Nix- 
on's discontinuance of certain 
programs that had been author- 
ised by Congress. 


Mills said the President's ac- 


tion in ending programs rather 
than just spending less than the 
amounts authorised by Con- 
gress "goes far beyond his con- 
stitutional authority." 


"In this way, the President 


can actually thwart the will of 
the Congress with respect to 
priorities," Mills said. "That I 
don't think he has the right to 
do"

Asked shortly before hu 100th 
birthday to what he attributed 
his long life, John NeUysrla.xi 
Heiskell smiled and replied: "I 
was careful to choose the right 
sort of anchestors." 


Heiskell, slender and white- 


haired in his last years, sur- 
prised many with his dry, often 
mordant wit. 


At a Sigma Delta Chi meet- 


ing when he was 97, he said: 
••I'm sure that the only reason 
I'm still around is because of 
an oversight on the part of the 
lard. I'm sure that he is going 
to correct that oversight some- 
day. I'm glad he can't make it 
retroactive." 


Heiskell, editor of the Ar- 


kansas Gazette since 1902 and 


the oldest active newspaper 
editor in the United States died 
Thursday He was 100. 


Known for exercising his wit, 


he also was known and respect- 
ed for his conviction that his 
newspaper speak witi.»ut equi- 
vocation on the issues smd that 
it be a clearing house n >t only 
for news, but also for opinions, 
eveii those with which he dis- 
agreed. 


-The role of the newspaper is 


to p«uu the news as fully as it 
can and 10 print it impartial- 
ly," he said. "It can be as loud 
as it pleases in opposing the 
other side, but it should be ab- 
solutily factual in its news col- 
umns." 


He believed in .1 strong edito- 


rial policy and felt that the 


character of a 
newspaper 


should be judged largely by its 
editorial page. H* often kctur- 
ed publishers on the subject, 
contending that too many pa- 
pers neglected their editorial 
content. 


The soft-spoken Heiskell con- 


sidered himself the 
"con- 


science" of his own newspaper. 


Heiskell often was a voice for 


Arkansas. In his editorials and 
during his brief service in the 
U.S. Senate, he sought to erase 
ihe common conception of Ar- 
kansas as a state of hillbillies 
and slow trains In his only 
speech on the Senate floor, he 
said this about Arkansas: 


"Arkansas ueedt 
nothing 


more than to be known for 
what she truly Uj»»And Ar- 


kansas asks nothing more than 
her own veritable voice, the 
voice of an enlightened and 
progressive God-fearing and 
God-serving people, may be 
heard before tl.« nation and the 
world." 
Heiskell stopped driving hu 


Mercedez-Benz four or five 
years ago because he said he 
didn't want to become a traffic 
hazard. He dropped his daily 
visits to his office about a year 
ago and durinj the past few 
months wrote'only occasionally 
for the Gazette's editorial page, 
contributing what the news- 
paper calls "editorial para- 
graphs," short, and usually wit- 
.y commentaries on the news. 


He said, however, that he 


read his newspaper critically 


each day—"1 even read the 
back pages," he smiled—and 
his staff often heard from him. 


"I had a recent dialogue with 


him on a familiar topic—he 
said he hated to bring up an 
unpleasant subject but that our 
editorials were getting too long 
again," sairt J.D. Powell, editor 
of the Gaz^. .-'s editorial page. 


"As an editor, he has been a 


man to write sparingly, in the 
same way he talks." 


As a writer, Heiskell had 


little use for the typewriter pre- 
ferring to detail the editorial in 
longhand, then dictate it to his 
secretary, who typed it. 


He did not smoke and seldom 


drank an alcoholic beverage 
stronger than sherry. 


Once when his wife chided 


him about his cluttered office- 
she called it positively un- 
healthy—the editor, in his 91st 
year and the 62nd at the Ga- 
zette, shot back: "Of course the 
cluttered office is unhealthy. 
That's why 1 died so young." 


The clutter of his office—old 


newspapers, books, plaques and 
other types of awards—was a 
little legend at the Gazette and 
Heiskell enjoyed telling about 
how the stories expanded. 


"At first, they said someone 


was cleaning up my desk and 
discovered 
a 
missing 


typewriter," he said in an in- 
terview in 1968- "Then it grew 
to the story that they were 
cleaning up my desk and found 
two missing typewriters and 
•.he body of a missing secre- 


tary." 


He also exercised his wit 


when prompting his staff. He 
once posted on the Gazette's 
bulletin board a note that took 
cognizant* of a minor wave of 
crime. It said: "Christian civ- 
ilization has reached a low lev- 
el when these horrible, revolt- 
ing sex crimes continue to te 
•Committed on the the Demo- 
crat's time." The Arkansas 
Democrat is the Gazette's rival 
in I. ttle Rock. 


A scrap Heiskell apparently 


savored was the long-running 
feud with Jeff Davis, Arkansas' 
first three-term governor, ini- 
tially elected in IWO.

Retail beef prices continue to fallne 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Re- 


tail beef prices declined in No- 
vember for the fourth straight 
month, but increased markups 
by middlemen kept prices from 
falling even more, the Agricul- 
ture Department reported 
today. 


One analyst warned that beef 


prices could start increasing 
again because prices for live 
cattle jumped sharply late in 
the month. 


The Agriculture* Depart- 


ment's monthly "market bas- 
ket" report showed that the av- 
erage retail price for all beef 
was $1.12-3.10 per pound in No- 
vember, a decline of one-half 
cent from October and five 
cents below the record high 
prices of July. 


The "farm value" of beef de- 


clined 11.9 cents sir re July to 
its lowest point in nearly two 
years and 5.1 per cent below 
the farm value a year earlier. 


But the department said the 


middleman charges 
in the 


same period rose 5.9 cents and 
were up by 26.6 per cent from a 
year earlier. 


According to the analysis, if 


middlemen had passed along 
the entire decline in the farm 
value of beef, the price decline 
to the consumer would have 
more than doubled. 


The department said total 


middleman charges in Novem- 
ber averaged a record 45.7 
cents per pound, which was the 
difference between the amount 
the consumer paid and the 
farmer's share of the super- 
market price.

first week of each month. 


Neither report, however, took 


into consideration the increases 
in live cattle prices since mid* 
November because it takes sev- 
eral weeks before changes tat 
the animal market are fully felt 
in the consumer pipeline.

cording to USDA, live cattle 
.prices at the important Mid- 
weftlnarkets were averaging 
about $32 per 100 pounds liv 
eweight.

Two anniversaries for USSR

NEW YORK (AP) - Soviet 


leaders, marking today the 50th 
anniversary of the formation of 
the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics, are targets of anoth- 
er anniversary observance they 
hadn't looked for. 


Today is also the 30th birth- 


day of Vladimir Bukovsky, a 
writer dangerously ill in Vladi- 
mir Prison, where he is serving 
the first phase of a 12-year sen- 
tence for circulating material 
"aimed at undermining and 
weakening Soviet power." He is 
one of many intellectuals sub- 
jected to a harsh official crack- 
down. 


Sympathizers outside the So- 


viet Union organized a cam- 
paign to send birthday'greet- 
ings to Bukovsky at the prison. 
Hundreds of cards have been 
sent from Amsterdam, where 
the campaign originated, and 
the idea has spread to other 
countries, including the United 
States. 


Bukovsky's friends also have 


disclosed that the University of 
Leyden in the Netherlands has 
just offered him the opportunity 
to study there free of financial 
obligation—if he can get out of 
prison. A copy of the invitation 
has been sent to Leonid I. 
Brezhnev, head of the Soviet 
Communist party, and Presi- 
dent Nikolai Podgorny.

grounds," said the invitation to 
Bukovsky. "The financial impli-

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Legislative Council 
added |6 million a year 
Thursday to Oov. Date Bump- 
ers' proposed budget on state 
aid to school districts for 
teachers' salaries and oper- 
ating expenses during the com- 
ing biennium. 


The governor had proposed 


enough to raise teacher salaries 
an average of $900 each of the 
next two years and to give 
school districts a substantial in- 
crease in funds for other oper- 
ating costs. The $6 million 
would give teachers an average 
raise of almost $790 In the 1973- 
74 school year and a raise of 
$500 beyond that the next year. 


The council reached a stale- 


mate on the sice of the appro- 
priation for kindergarten pro- 
grams. Bumpers had recom- 
mended $4-4 million in fiscal 
1974 and $5.8 million in fiscal 
1975 to start kindergartens on a 
statewide basis. That failed, as 
did a proposal by Rep. John. E. 
Miller of Melbourne to use an 
additional $15.4 million, which 
would come from the state's 
large surplus to build kinder- 
garten classrooms in all school 
districts. The council probably 
will try to reach agreement on 


a kindergarten budget today.

Dear Dr. La«b-I am SS 
years old, five foot seven, 
and wdfh 130 pounds and 
have had one child. I have 
worked on my feat quite a 
bit in factories and depart 
meat stores. My problem is 
varicose veins. Behind my 
knees a few veins are start- 
ing to protrude and there are 
quite a few broken veins 
above the knee on the back 
side of my thigh. I would 
like to know if there ls any- 
thing I can do for these and 
if there is anything I can do 
to stop them from forming 
any more. I have been told 
exercise sandals or support 
hose would help, but I 
wanted to ask you before in- 
vesting ia something that 
would do more harm than 
goad. 


Dear Reader—I receive 
many letters asking about 
varicose veins. Sometimes 
they result from inflamma- 
tion of the veins (thrombo- 
phlebitis) but usually they 
are caused by an inherent 
weakness from birth. There 
is a stroua familial tendency 
to have them. The large 
dilated varicose veins in the 
tegs sometimes occur as 
early as puberty, but more 
oftea they occur during preg 
naacy and persist thereafter. 


The veins in (be legs have 
little one-way valves which 
act like flood gates and open 
in one direction with the cur- 
rent of blood flow but close 
to prevent blood from flow- 
,ng backward toward the 
ankle. When the veins dilate 
the valve leaflets no longer 
fit and the blood can run 
backward to accumulate in 
thekgs. 


A few dilated veins in the 


tegs do not mean that there 
is a problem with the circu- 
lation if the rest of the veins 
are all right. 


There are two major sets 


of teg veins, those just un- 
derneath the skin and the 
deep veins inside the leg 
muscles. When both the 
superficial and deep veins 
are dilated tbere is a greater 


tendency for the blood to 
stagnate in the veins when 
one is -*f-^»«| Fluid seeps 
out of the veins into the tis- 
sues around the ankle, caus- 
ing swelling and discolora- 
tion. ^ 


Most people have superfi- 
cial varicose veins without 
swelling or other difficulties 
which require treatment. 
You don't need special shoes 
or even support hose for 
minor dilated veins, nor will 
these prevent progression. 
Individuals who nave mark- 
edly dilated veins causing 
swelling of the feet and 
ankles should wear some 
form of support hosiery or 
elastic baHagos properly 
fitted. Good external support 
prevents the accumulation of 
blood. When a parson is 
standing this external pres 
sure helps and while walking 
the tight pressure around the 
leg and the contraction of 
the kg muscles helps to milk 
the blood up the lag. 


Deciding whether a person 


needs anything done about 
varicose vows or not re- 
quires an examination. The 
doctor needs to know how 
the deep veins are function- 
ing as weU as those just be- 
neath the skin. The superfi- 
cial veins can be stripped 
out by an operation. If the 
deep veins are involved even 
after the operation elastic- 
support will be needed. When 
only the superficial veins are 
involved the results are us- 
ually better. 


While you may not be able 


to prevent varicose veins, 
pregnancy, obesity and pro- 
longed standing are factors 
in their occurrence. I do 
think regular exercise of the 
leg muscles with good walk- 
ing helps maintain muscle 
support around the veins.

A year of confusing politics In Arkansas 


LITTLE 
ROCK (AP) - 


Democrats retained solid con- 
trol of state government in 
1972, but Arkansas deserted 
tradition and voted Republican 
in the presidential race. 
••With the exception of Sen. 
John L. McCleUan's successful 
quest for a sixth term, presi- 
dential politics dominated polit- 
ical activity in Arkansas. 


And, while attention focused 


on the primary and general 
etectlona, ^thare were these 
other developments: 
_A special eight-day session 


of the Arkansas Legislature in 
February enacted laws de- 
signed to enable the state to ob- 
tain millions of dollars in addi- 
tional federal funds for the 


state's programs for mentally 
and physically handicapped, to 
revamp the drug control law 
and to iron out problems faced 
by Democrats in selecting dele- 
gates to their National Con- 
vention. 


—The state Highway Com- 


mission proposed a 1416 million 
bond issue and two-cent gaso- 
line tax increase which would 
be voted on next year to con- 
struct 905 miles of roads, most 
of it four-lane divided highway.

was billed as the sternest elec-

McCleUan's triumph is 
top story in Arkansas 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


slating primary triumph of 
Sen. John L. McCleUan and his 
cold-shoulder victory in the 
general election Is Arkansas' 
top news story of 1972. 


A statewide vote from editors 


and broadcast news directors 
chose the senator's sixth-term 
re-election over a wealth of 
other stories that grabbed 
headlines during the year. 


The McCleUan story nosed 


out the presidential election in 
which President Richard M. 
Nixon corralled the state's six 
electoral votes for the Republi- 
cans for the first time since Re- 
construction.

The $100 million 
surplus accumulating in the 
state's treasury; 4. The repeal 
of Arkansas' full-crew train 
laws; 5.

The state's senior senator 


was faced with probably his 
toughest primary battle ever 
when Arkansas' 4th District 
congressman, David Pryor, left 
his safe position to try to 
wrestle McCleUan's seat from 
him. 


McCleUan, saying ha never 


felt better despite his 76 yaws, 
conducted a grueling campaign 
that one observer said younger 
men could not have finished. 


Pryor, even though stung by 


his comments on amnesty for 
draft evaders and a report of 
big union financial support, 
kept McCleUan from gaining a 
plurality of votes in the four- 
man race, setting the stage for 
a runoff two weeks later, a sit- 
uation in which incumbents 
have traditionally fared poorly. 


But McCleUan expressed only 


confidence, and a statewide 
television debate was arranged 
for the two. McCleUan Mid this 
was a trap in which he allowed 
Pryor to set and then faU into 
himself.

NEW YORK (AP)-On this, 


the final business day of the 
year, many shareholders of 
Fuqus Industries already have 
in hand the company's prelimi- 
nary annual report, together 
with a forecast of sates and 
earnings for 1073. 


Both sets of figures represent 


breaks with tradition. Annual 
reports usually aren't available 
for weeks or months after the 
year's end. And public dis- 
semination of forecasts 
is 


viewed as a practice whose 
product is trouble. 


But J. B. Fuqua, chairman of 


the Atlanta-based leisure prod- 
ucts company, is either fearless 
(* wise or realistic — maybe 
even foolish. Last February he 
attracted comment for his at- 
tempts to do away with annual 
meetings. Now this. Why, J.B.? 


First, the reasons for such 


prompt release of the annual 
report, whkh incidentally will 
he finalised, made more at- 
tractive and permanent and 
giver, the imprimatur of the 
public auditors in a later edi- 
tion. 


The date, said J.B., is avail- 


able to company officials, so 
why hold it up until the audi- 
tors pore over the books. 


"In a well managed company 


the auditors don't make the fig- 
ures. They have nothing to do 
with producing then). They only 
verify them." 


While nuiny corporate off- 


cuds will agree with this view, 
considerably fewer will join 
J.B. in his attitude toward fore- 
casting what shareholders 
might expect in the year to 
come. 


"It won't make me any 


friends in the corporate world/' 
he agreed. "In older companies 
this scares the hell out of 
them." At companies depend- 
ent upon volatile raw material 
prices, he said his moved will 
be cussed. 


Even J.B. is not totally con- 


vinced of the merits in fore 
casting but, being realistic, he 
foresees the day coming shortly 
when tht Securities end Ex- 
change Commission will re- 
quire them. 


"If this is the kind of music 


we will have to march to, we 
are willing to lead the band," 
he said in a tetter to stock- 
holder*. 


The SEC is indeed consid- 


eririK the merits of requiring 
forecasts, but it has made no 
final decision and conceivably 
could atttte for making the 
matter optional. But this is how 
J.B. reasoned: 


"A company like ours should 


have an internal budget which 
covers at least a year ahead. 
We've had it for many years, 
as have other responsible com- 
panies, for internal use," But 
not, he noted, for the eyes of 
outsiders. 


"Financial analysts come to 


my office, talk to me and then 
write a report that might in- 
clude figures far above or be- 
low what we really feel we'll 
do. That leaves the public with 
the guesstimates of outsiders.1' 


J. B. conceded there are 


problems 
with 
forecasting. 


"One of the negatives is that 
management forecasts tend to 
be low. No management wants 
to be caught.
